Naples, April 7.—The inhabitants of 
the villages in the vicinity of Mount 
Vesuvius are almost in a panic. Many 
homes have been abandoned for the 
open air although there 
has been a 
thick fog all day and the atmosphere 
lins been dense wtrh volennic a 
and gases from 
subterranean fires. 
The churches 
are crowded 
day and 
night with people praying for deliver­ 
ance from an impending peril, mani­ 
festations of which are heard and felt 
in 
explosions 
and 
in the 
constant 
tremblings of the earth. 
The main stream of lava proceeding 
from Vesuvius is 200 feet wide and it 
advances at times at the rate of twen­ 
ty-one feet a minute, the intense heat 
destroying 
vegetation 
before 
the 
stream reaches it. 
The 
peasants of 
Portici, at the west foot of the volca­ 
no, cleared their grounds of vineyards 
and trees in the effort to lesson tho 
danger 
from fire 
and resisted 
tho 
progress of the lava to their utmost. 
The population of Boscotrecaz, on the 
southern declivity 
of the mountain, 
has sought safety in flight and Boseo 
Beale to the eastward, is also threat 
ened. 
Women of this village, weep­ 
ing with fright, carried a statute of 
Saint Anne as near as they could to 
the glowing lava, imploring a miracle 
to stay the advance of the consuming 
stream. 
The cemetery 
at Boscotrecaz has 
been invaded by lava. 
The scene at 
night is one of mingled grandeur and 
horror as from the summit of Vesuvius 
there leaps a column of fire fully I .odd 
feet In height, 
the glare lighting the 
sky and sea for 
many miles. 
Occa­ 
sionally 
great 
masses 
of 
molten 
stories, some 
weighing as much 
as 
a ton, are ejected from the crater. 
The 
village of Torre 
del 
Greco, 
which has been eight times dost r oved 
and as often rebuilt, is again threat 
ened.

H U N G A R I A N C R IS IS S E T T L E D . 


Long Controversy Brought to a Satis­ 
factory Conclusion. 
Vienna, 
April 7.—After 
fourteen 
months 
of controversy 
between the 
throne and the coalition parties, tile 
Hungarian crisis finally bas been set­ 
tled. 
Both sides express satisfaction 
with tile result, which appears to he a 
compromise. 
The news 
of peace is 
received with 
rejoicing. 
The com­ 
promise, 
which came 
unexpectedly, 
was due chiefly to 
the efforts of the 
coalition party, which feared at the 
last moment the advent of a period of 
absolutism, which 
was inevitable it 
ihe elections 
were not held 
before 
April 9, as prescribed by the constitu­ 
tion. 
The 
Fejervary 
cabinet 
wel­ 
comed the overtures of the coalition 
and thus an agreement was speedily 
reached. 
Hungary can now return to 
hor normal political existence. 
The elections will 
be held within 
the proper 
time and parliamentary 
government re-established; the crown 
will get the recruits wanted for the 
army: funds for military service vlll 
be voted, and the customs tariff and 
commercial treaties will be ratified by 
the Hungarian parliament. 
The com­ 
mercial union with Austria is assured 
until 1917. 
Francis Kossuth, the coalition lead­ 
er, 
declared 
himself 
satisfied. 
He 
said the result was not a victory for 
either party. 
He announced that he 
would not enter the cabinet but would 
remain the leader of the independence 
part y.

three N orthw estern states the ques­ 
tion of durum tm acaroni) w heat un ­ 
doubte dly exceeds in interest all others. 
This is natural, from the fact th a t 
its future as u dependable, profit grow ­ 
ing cereal, based upon its real worth 
as a staple product for the N o rth w est­ 
ern farm er, is still to be dem onstrated. 
W hat is it worth? 
W h at is the real 
tru th as to its milling value? 
How 
m uch m ore will it yield per acre than 
fife or blue stem ? 
W hat are the ex­ 
port prospects tills coming fall and 
w inter? e tc , etc. 
All these questions, 
and m any more, have been fired at the 
w riter during the past ninety days, 
especially the last one, referring to 
exports. 
Explicit or com plete answ ers cannot 
be given, but a review of the crop 
years of 1904-5 and 1905-6, with other 
facts of present knowledge hearing on 
the subject will undoubtedly prove of 
value to th e N orthw estern farm ers in 
perm itting them to arrive at independ­ 
ent conclusions. 
The well known facts about durum 
w heat are th a t it was im ported and 
fostered by the United S tates agricul­ 
tural departm ent for semi arid regions 
of tim Dakotas and 
other W estern 
states, but th a t it will grow and pro 
duce a good yield In sections of norm al 
or abundant rainfall was evidenced by 
th e crop grown last year in localities 
favored by a rainfall more th an nor­ 
mal. 
W hat the final result of continued 
Bowings in sections of excessive rain ­ 
fall and its bearing on the quality of 
durum would he has not yet been 
dem onstrated, but th a t heavy soil and 
excessive rains are injurious and de­ 
teriorating in their effects, to a cer­ 
tain extent, goes w ithout question. Its 
adaptability for such sections and u n ­ 
der such conditions has never been ad­ 
vocated 
by the agricultural d e p a rt­ 
m ent. 
W hile the full effect upon the 
quality of durum w heat grown in dif­ 
ferent localities and under different 
conditions has probably not been de­ 
term ined 
to 
anybody’s 
satisfaction, 
th ere is a question about the foreign­ 
e r ’s desires in the m a tte r of quality, 
and this point m ust be strongly em ­ 
phasized. 
They do not w ant anything 
poorer than No. 2, and would not have 
tak en anything but No. I this year, 
could enough of it have been fur 
Dished. 
On the 
present crop

I mounted to about 10,000,000 bushels 
liore than the country’s annual con- 
I imption, hut with export sales and 
in enlarged dom estic demand tho en ­ 
tire load has been well absorbed, and 
by the tim e we can harvest another 
trop will be pretty well out of the way. 
The world’s situation on flax Is very 
ttrong. stronger than at any time since 
1901, and w ith nothing in sight to 
make it weak. 
E urope’s principal sources of supply, 
A rgentine find India, are both short In 
their crops; Argentine with a shortage 
of 23 per cent compared with 1905, 
and with barely 50 per cent of the crop 
of 1904; the Indian crop is just being 
harvested, and it is known th a t the 
drouth at seeding tim e worked m ate­ 
rial d a m a g e to the crop. The final crop 
figures, which will be published next 
m onth, will show a great shortage 
compared with 1905, and this in tu rn 
w as only 60 per cent of the 1904 crop. 
A rgentine will not start shipping on 
another crop until next January, and 
India will not h arv est another crop 
until March of 1907. 
Aside from the foreign situation, th e 
dom estic outlook, of Itself, is strong 
enough. 
Consum ption 
is 
increasing 
m aterially every year, and last year's 
crop would have been barely aufllcient 
to supply dom estic demands. 
It will 
be rem em bered th a t the crop of 1905 
w as exceptional in its large average 
yield lier acre, and it does not seoni 
possible that its average yield can be 
again duplicated this year.

Helds of scattered farms 
The w riter has followed statistics 
on flaxseed since it first becam e a 
prom inent crop in the N orthw est and 
is firmly of the opinion th a t the 1906 
fall prices for seed will be higher 
than 
they have been before In 
five 
years and much higher th an at pres 
ant. 
Should an accident of any kind 
occur to any considerable p art of this 
y ear’s A m erican crop the w orld’s s ta ­ 
tistical situation Is acute enough to 
bring about extravagant prices. 
It 
is a well recognized fact 
th a t 
flax cannot be grown continuously on 
the sam e field owing to the disease 
known as flax wilt. 
It can, however. 
be grown continuously on th e sam e 
farm by so rotating the crop as to 
bring flax on each field but once in 
seven to ten years. 
Flax requires a good soil, as it is 
not a strong feeder, and it does very 
well following corn or a grass crop. 
It is no h ard er on the land than is 
any grain crop. 
In fact, th e re is no

Practically all of the durum re­ 
ceived at Duluth has been sold for ex 
port, and the rem arkable feature of it, 
at the present time, is that durum 
w heat at the seaboard is selling for 
export at prices b etter th an can be 
obtained for spring w heat in the sam e 
position, and is in good dem and, 
lf 
this dem and keeps up until the open­ 
ing of navigation it is probable that 
durum at Duluth will be selling even 
w ith or higher than the corresponding 
grades of spring wheat. 
All the causes th a t have contributed 
to the extraordinary dem and for du­ 
rum are hard to analyze at this time, 
com ing more or less as a surprise to 
the whole trade. 
It was said to be due 
to a shortage of R ussian w heats of the 
sam e quality, but this can hardly hold 
good, as Russia has been a very large 
shipper of w heat ever since last Au- 
g ust, with no suggestion of a shortage 
of any kind. 
It was also intim ated th a t it was be­ 
ing used exclusively for m aking m ac­ 
aroni, this being assum ed because of 
the tact that the M editerranean ports 
w ere the largest users of It, although 
there is room for doubting th a t any 
such quantity of wheat is used for 
m acaroni. 
W hatever the reason for the de­ 
mand. it seems likely that It will con­ 
tinue to sell in the world’s m arkets 
at very close to the price of other 
w heats. 
On M arch 2 the price of Rus­ 
sian w heats and durum was identically 
the sam e in European m arkets, 95 to 
98 cen ts per bushel. 
Durum has come 
to stay, and must be reckoned with 
h ere a fter am ong our perm anent w heat 
crops of the Northwest. 
If domestic 
mills refuse it, the demand abroad will 
no doubt continue to absorb our su r­ 
plus to the detrim ent of our other 
w heats. 
As regards Its yield over 
oth er w heats there is no question but 
w hat it has the advantage by from 
three to eight bushels [ er acre, all 
conditions considered. 
T he only suggestion that the w riter 
would m ake is th a t when seeded in 
sections enjoying an average rainfall 
of tw enty to tDirty inches it should be 
put on the lightest soil to be found, on 
tile liills and not in the valleys or low 
lands Insist on seed that is absolutely 
free of other w heats, and if possible to 
obtain it use nothing but No. I durum. 


Flaxseed. 


Owing to the low prices prevailing 
for flaxseed last fall th ere seem s to be 
a tendency to cut It out. and in this 
the w riter believes a m istake will be 
made. 
T he 
com paratively low 
prices at 
which the 
last crop was m arketed 
w ere not due to the size of the crop 
itself, but to the fact that the accum 
ulated reserves carried forward from 
the large crops of 1902 and 1903, which 
had been artificially held off the m ar­ 
ket, were released, and did more than 
anything else to depress the price. 
T h ese reserves, w ith th e crop of 1905, 


flax than by a crop of w heat, oats or 
barley. 
Flax is undoubtedly a valu­ 
able crop as a small portion of the 
total grain crop raised. 
T he average 
yield in m oney value per acre has been 
in the past larger for flax than for 
wheat. 
It also has the ad vantage of 
requiring a shorter tim e to m atu re 
than o th er grain crops, thus m aking 
it possible to sow flax considerably 
later in 
the spring, which is quite 
often an advantage 


Barley. 


Barley seem s to be the tabooed crop 
of the N orthw est, yet there is so m uch 
good that can be said in its favor as a 
paying crop that 
I have been su r­ 
prised at the treatm ent accorded it by 
many farm ers. 
The usual way has 
been to sow it after everything else 
was in, or after it was too late to sow 
other crops, and to harvest and thresh 
it when tim e could be spared. 
If a 
crop is obtained, well and good; 
if 
not, charge it up to Providence. 
T his 
fs entirely the wrong view to take of 
barley. 
T h ere is no cereal grow n in 
this country th at pays hotter if prop­ 
erly cultivated and cared for. 
M any 
farm ers do well as it Is and if barley 
can be raised profitably in the old slip­ 
shod way th e re is no gainsaying that 
lf cultivated on scientific principles 
the average yield could easily be in­ 
creased five to ten bushels per acre 
and the quality advanced from 25 to 
50 per cent, th us making tile cultiva­ 
tion of this cereal second to none. 
Barley should never be cut until it 
is full ripe, as unripe barley is of no 
value 
except 
as 
feed. 
H arvesting 
should alw ays be done in dry w eather 
and, if possible, the harvested crop 
should not ’>e exposed to rain or heavy 
dew. 
If fully ripened and reasonably 
free from w eeds barley can and should 
be stacked as soon as cut and perm it­ 
ted to sw eat in the stack; betw een 
cutting and threshing unless stacked 
is the tim e w hen the greatest dam age 
is com m only done. 
W hen 
threshing 
from 
shock 
it 
should 
be stored 
in dry 
bins and 
w atched carefully th a t heating does 
not occur while sweating; it should 
never be sent to m arket until after it 
has 
gone 
completely 
through 
the 
sweat, for w hen in a heating condition 
it is unfit for m alting and w orth only 
the price of feed. Close attention m ust 
be given th a t it does not get musty. 
This condition is very easily tested by 
experts and prices are reduced accord 
in sly. 
F arm e rs 
should 
understand 
this if they desire to m ake their ra is ­ 
ing of barley profitable 
After it is 
once dam aged no amount of care will 
restore it to its natural usefulness 
Sow pure seed of one distinct varlet 
and plenty of it; mixed varieties wib 
not m alt evenly together and will not 
bring top prices. 
In view of the excellent dem and last 
fall for export barley and the large 
am ount shipped abroad, to gether with 
the present outlook for future prices, 
I am led to believe that there are 
bright prospect* ahead for farmers 
who bestow a little car# and attention 
upon th# cultivation of this cereal. 


FLOCKING TO IT BY THOUSANDS

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Prophecy m ade eighteen years ago 
regarding South D akota la flow in proc­ 
ess of fulfillment, says a special dis­ 
patch from Deadwood, 8. I)., to the 
. 
New York H erald. T he grinding of the 
mills of the gods m ay bo slow, b u t It 
Is unfailing. 
In 1888 the H erald p rin t­ 
ed an nrtlelo from Deadwood, 8. D„ 
concerning tho opening up of tho great 
Sioux reservation and setting forth the 
benefits to be derived from such an ac­ 
tion. 
As the w hite m an stands today 
upon the topm ost peaks of the Black 
Hills and surveys all the im provem ents 
th a t have been m ade he recognizes th a t 
the day of fulfillment is at hand. 
A t the tim e of tho opening of the 
Sioux reservation in 1888 it w as the 
general opinion th a t the only w ay into 
the Black Hills country for the rail­ 
roads w as across this tract betw een 
tho hills an d the Missouri and th a t the 
promised land could be entered only by 
crossing this Jordan, so long im pass­ 
able. 
T he reservation w as opened aud 
rights of w ay wert* granted to both th e 
Chicago and N orthw estern and the Chi­ 
cago and M ilw aukee railroads, b u t no 
building w a s done. 
B ut now rails are 
being laid across tile old reservation 
ground and th ere will soon be direct 
com m unication b etw een the eastern and 
w estern 
p a rts 
of 
this 
great 
state. 
H itherto they hav e been m ore widely 
separated th a n lf they had been sepa­ 
rate stab's, and while as the crow fih*s 
it is only 180 miles from Deadwood to 
Pierre, the capital of the state, yet by 
rail the journey consum es m ore th an 
forty ii ours. 
The Chicago and M ilwaukee road Is 
now building w estw ard across the old 
Indian 
la n d 3 to the hills, an d the 
N orthw estern 
is following 
suit an d 
looking for a chance to trum p, lf possi­ 
ble. 
At E v a rts the coast line crosses 
the Missouri river, aud at C ham berlain 
the Black Hills road crosses and has 
already built w est ninety miles. 
The 
N orthw estern Is w orking on contracts 
covering eighty miles of grade. So fast 
are settlers rushing in ahead of the 
proposed lines of these roads th a t it is 
Impossible for the railroads to keep 
pace w ith them, a n d the proposed line 
of m arch can be determ ined 
miles 
ahead by the farm houses aud other 
im provem ents rising overnight as a d ­ 
vance g u ard s of approaching civiliza­ 
tion. 
This old reservation land, lying be­ 
tw een the hills and the Missouri river, 
Is alm ost su rrounded on three sides by 
Indian reservations. 
It is composed 
partly of a peculiar geological fo rm a­ 
tion know n as the B ad Lands, a bro­ 
ken, jagged, unproductive tra c t of land 
w here w onderful fossils are found and 
w here the In d ia n w hen In trouble w as 
form erly w on t to flee. There are, how ­ 
ever, In this section Immense tra c ts of 
the richest of land, and settlers are 
coming to it by thousands. 
The land 
on the river bottom s needs practically 
nothing but seed to raise im m ense 
crops, while to the land upon the up­ 
lands w a te r m u st be brought in order 
to m ake it productive. 
Down in the 
valleys the grass grow s to the height 
of a horse's sides. 
Much of this land is w hat Is known 
In the west as gum bo land, one of the 
g reatest objects of hatred know n to the 
pioneer aud to the m an m aking new 
trails. It Is a black clay soil w ith w on­ 
derfully adhesive qualities. G um bo is 
a stuff of strong individuality.

And this is the land form erly despised, 
sneered a t au d considered to be of no 
value w hatever. 
The U nited States governm ent has 
spent m uch m oney of late years In re­ 
claiming hitherto arid tracts of land. 
One of the largest irrigation schemes 
on hand now is th a t in B utte county, 
South D akota. This county lies in the 
extrem e n o rth w est corner of the state, 
ju st north of the Black 
Hills and 
northw est of the old Indian reserva­ 
tion. Local farm ers and stock raisers 
have been forced to pum p and irrigate 
and have as a result raised not only 
very fine cattle, but magnificent crops 
of hay, alfalfa, w heat aud su gar beets. 
B u t although the farm ers them selves 
nave com m enced Irrigating on a sm all 
scale, yet thousands of acres of land 
rem ain unreclaim ed, and it is for the 
reclam ation of this v a st a rea for the 
benefit of the prospecting settlers th a t 
the national governm ent commenced 
w ork on this project.
